The Honourable Chief Justice Harvey, Administrator of the 
Province of Alberta, entered the House, and, having taken his 
seat on the Throne, was pleased to open the Session by the fol- 
lowing gracious speech: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


“NMR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“Tt gives me great pleasure to welcome you on your assembling 
for the discharge of your legislative duties at this the opening of 
: the Fifth Session of the Fifth Legislative Assembly of Alberta. 
Z “Tt is fitting at this time to recall that since the last Session 
_of this Legislature the Province has sustained a deep loss in the 
death of Chief Justice Scott. 
“T also recall with sorrow the death of Senator Jean Cote, who 
for many years served the Province faithfully and well as a 
Minister of the Crown and a Member of the Legislative Assembly. 
> “During the past year, two vacancies in the Legislature have 
é been filled, and I am pleased to welcome Mr. L. A. Giroux, the 
: representative for Grouard, and Mr. W. T. Henry, the representa- 
tive for Edmonton, who fills the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of the Honourable J. R. Boyle, former Leader of the Opposition, 
~__ whom I congratulate upon his appointment to the Bench. 
; “Unfortunately, during the last season adverse farming con- 
| ditions have again prevailed in certain parts of the Province, 
calling for some form of relief. With the co-operation of the 
: Federal Government and the Railway Companies, free transpor- 
= tation has been provided for settlers, with their stock and equip- 
7 - ment, who desire to move to more favourable locations. 
“Although throughout the Province the yield of grain fell 
z short of the record of the previous year, it is gratifying to know 
: that (except in districts where the crop was below the average) 
¥ improved prices will largely compensate for the reduced yield. 
“There is also a continued improvement in the quality and a 
- marked increase in the volume of our dairy products. But per- 
haps the most notable development of the year is the interest 
displayed by our people in the co-operative marketing of the pro- 
ducts of the farm. The adoption of more effective methods of 
- marketing cannot fail to bring larger returns to the farmer, 
_ which, in turn, will result in a general improvement in business. 
“A considerable amount of temporary unemployment prevails 
throughout the Province. Efforts have been made by my Gov- 
ernment to alleviate the resulting distress, and also to provide 
-_ work. We look forward to an early improvement in industrial 
-_ conditions with an increased demand for labour. 
——s- Special attention has been given to the transportation needs 
of the Peace River territory, and an announcement by the Rail- 
way Companies, as a result of a conference of members of my 
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Government and the Dominion Government with representatives 
of the Canadian Pacific and the Canadian National Railways, 1s 
confidently awaited in the belief that the transportation difficul- 
ties, which handicap the development of the north country, will 
be removed. ‘ 

“Legislation providing for an extension of the Lacombe and 
North Western Railway for approximately twenty miles will be 
submitted for your consideration. 

“The Province of Alberta is vitally interested in the success 
of the various irrigation projects within its borders, some of 
which present problems of considerable difficulty. To assist in 
this solution, a noted authority on irrigation is now making, on 
behalf of my Government, a study of irrigation in this Province, 
with special regard to the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation Dis- 
trict. His report will be submitted to the Legislature at this 
Session. 

“At the request of my Government, engineers of the Ontario 
Hydro-Electric Commission have enquired into the possibilities 
of power development at Spray Lakes. An interim report has 
been received, and we are assured that the final and complete 
report will be available at an early date. 

“Close attention has been given to the development of Pro- 
vincial highways under the Highways Scheme of last year, and 
excellent progress in the construction of more permanent Pro- 
vincial highways has been made during nineteen twenty-four. 

“Appreciating the necessity of the careful selection and the 
advantage of training of immigrants, my Government, in co- 
operation with the Imperial Government, has reopened the Ver- 
milion School of Agriculture, where fifty-seven young men from 
Great Britain are now receiving elementary agricultural instruc- 
tion. 

“Owing to the unsettled conditions in the mining industry, 
the appointment of the Alberta Coal Commission was delayed. 
The terms of reference call for a thorough and searching enquiry; 
and, while considerable preliminary work has been done, it is 
not anticipated that the work of the Commission will be completed 
in time to permit of a report being submitted to the Legislature 
at this Session. 

“Negotiations with the Dominion Government have been con- 
tinued for the securing for the Province of control of its natural 
resources, and have proceeded to a point where an early and final 
settlement of this long-standing question may reasonably be 
looked for. 

“Legislation will be submitted providing for the consolidation 
under one Department of the Government of all branches of 
administration pertaining to Child Welfare. 

“You will be asked to consider legislation dealing with certain 
important amendments to existing Statutes. 

“The annual reports of the various Departments of the Gov- 
ernment will be presented to the House in due course. The Public 
Accounts for the last fiscal year will be placed before you, and 
the Estimates of Expenditure for the current fiscal year will 
be submitted for your consideration. 

“T now leave you to the business of the Session, with full 
confidence that your deliberations will be governed by consider- 
ation for the best interests and welfare of the Province.”

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“This Legislative Assembly is therefore of the opinion that 
some pronouncement of policy relative thereto should be made. 

“It is accordingly recommended and urged that immediate 
steps be taken by the Government to effect the economies above 
indicated, as well as others, and with that end in view, and as a 
step preliminary thereto, we propose that provision be made 
for a substantial reduction in the amount paid to Members of 
the Legislature by way of Sessional and other Indemnities and 
Ministerial Salaries, the same to be applicable to the present 
Session of the Legislature.” 

The debate continued.

“Regret that inasmuch as the Government during each year 
of its term of office has been unable to balance the Provincial 
Budget, thus creating a large accumulated deficit covering that 
period, no mention, direct or implied, has been made in the Speech 
from the Throne delivered by the Honourable the Administrator 
of the Province as to the Government’s policy, if any, with regard 
to a reduction in the cost of Government and a readjustment of 
and possible reduction of Provincial taxation ; 

“This Legislative Assembly is therefore of the opinion that 
some pronouncement of policy relative thereto should be made. 

“Tt ig accordingly recommended and urged that immediate 
steps be taken by the Government to effect the economies above 
indicated, as well as others, and with that end in view, and as a 
step preliminary thereto, we propose that provision be made for 
a substantial reduction in the amount paid to Members of the 
Legislature by way of Sessional and other Indemnities and 
Ministerial Salaries, the same to be applicable to the present 
Session of the Legislature.”

“Tt was definitely understood at that time that no distribution 
would be made in 1924, 

“The Government anticipated that it would be possible to 
distribute a percentage of profits in 1925, and some discussién of 
the question took place between the Government and representa- 
tives of the-Urban Municipalities, and later, in the discussion of 
the Liquor Bill in Committee, as to the basis of distribution. 

“It is also true that the Government, through myself, on 
March 7, 1924, in the discussion of the Liquor Bill in Committee, 
stated its intention to make an equivalent adjustment of other 
revenue now collected in the cities if it was then thought advisable 
to retain all the liquor profits in 1925. 

“We were disappointed in some large items of revenue in 1924 
and cannot yet point to a balanced Budget. 

“After making a fair estimate of all sources of revenue for 
1925, including liqucr profits, the Budget for 1925 shows an 
estimated deficit of $368,000.00. 

“The Government is therefore faced with one simple question: 
Is it sound business policy to take a substantial part of the Pro- 
vincial Revenue and hand it over to the Municipalities, thereby 
increasing the Provincial deficit by that amount? 

“The distribution, if made, would have to be distributed to all 
municipalities, urban and rural. 

“Tt would not mean a substantial amount to any one munici- 
pality. 

“There is considerable objection by Rural Municipalities to 
any policy of distribution of liquor profits, and such a. policy by 
no means meets with the entire approval of city people. 

“Tf distribution was made, additional taxation would have to 
be imposed to make up deficiency in Provincial Revenues. 

“The Government is anxious to avoid increases in taxation, 
and it is clear that a policy of division of Provincial Revenues 
should not be adopted until it can be done without leaving a 
largely increased deficit. 

“Even if a distribution of liquor profits was made this year, 
anticipated increased expenditure in working out the problem of 
the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation District and the several 
Drainage Districts that have been under review during the past 
year will make the continuation of a policy of distribution ex- 
tremely doubtful if not impossible. 
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“While the Government regrets that it cannot see its way to 
carry out its intention in this regard, it is firmly of the opinion, 
after considering all the circumstances as they present them- 
selves today, that a policy of distribution of liquor revenues would 
not be in the best interests of the Province.”
